For three years the county has lost the taxes on the water front, though 


during- these years the City Assessor assessed this property and the taxes on. 
it were paid, as the State and county taxes would have been paid had tho 
property been assessed. 


Property created by the aggregation of capital is, under the law, entitled 


to precisely the same consideration and Is subject to precisely the same lia- 
bility and conditions as property created with the capital of one person. 


A million dollars worth of property should be assessed on exactly the same 


stimate as to market value than a thousand dollars worth of property Is as- 
iessed.
